It became known vesterday that a fund 
of $50,000, raised by friends of ex-Mayor 
George B. McClellan, was paid over to 
Princeton University a few days ago, the 
fund being offered to the Trustees of the 
University to establish a Professorship 
of Public Affairs, to which it is proposed 
the Trustees shall call Mr. McClellan. 

Ex-City Controller Herman A. Metz and 
ex-City Chamberlain James J. Martin 
were the men active in raising the fund. 
Mr. Martin said last night that he and Mr. 
Metz were a committee of two. Contri- 
butions have been solicited for a period 
of more than a year; in fact, the project 
has been under way ever since Mr. Mc- 
Clellan completed his second term in the 
Mayoralty, 

Mr. Martin, to whom Mr. Metz re- 
ferred inquirers about the fund, said last 
night that the to it was 
premature. he said,

lan’s knowledge and consent, and that the 
solicitation not begun until certain 
influential meinbers of the Princeton Uni- 
versity Board of!

At a 
dinner in his honor in this city on April 
ne was hailed as Princeton's most 
living graduate, and a high 
personal tribute was paid to him by 
President Wilson. . 
Mr. McClellan graduated from Prince- 
ton with honors in 1886, the year after his 
father’s death, and twenty-one years after 
his own birth at Dresden. He was grad- 
uated from the Columbia Law School in 
1800, and was admitted to the bar in 1892 
after reading law in the office of Henry 
& F. A. McCloskey While he studied 
Treasurer of the 
Brooklyn Bridge. He married Miss Georg- 
lanna Heckscher in 1889 at Newport. Pre- 
vious to his appointment as Treasurer of 
the Brooklyn Bridge he had been a re- 
porter. .

His 
exact whereabouts were unknown,to his 
friends last night. His mail is being sent 
to the Paris office of a banking firm. 


COX JUDGE DENIES BIAS. 
"Dickson Overrules Pinpaccutor’s Affi- 


davit Against Him in Perjury Trial. 


CINCINNATI, Ohio, April 5.—Announce- 
ing that he was neither biased for “or 
prejudiced against elther the prosecution 
or the defense in the case of George B. 
Cox, on trial charged with.perjury, Com- 
mon Pleas Judge William Dickson to-day 
overruled an affidavit charging him with 
‘bias and prejudice,’’ which was filed by 
Prosecutor Henry T. Hunt, and immedi- 
ace afterward ordered the.case to pro- 
ceed. 

Judge Dickson announced that the prose- 
cutor had waited too long to file his 
affidavit and that it should have been 
filed when Presiding Judge Hunt ap- 
pointed him to occupy the place made 
vacant by the swearing off the bench of 
Jtudge Frank Gorman. 

The first matter in _the trial of Cox to 
come before the new Judge was a plea 
by Cox's attorneys to have stricken from 
the files the motion for a change of 
venue which was granted by Judge Gor- 
man shortly after the indictment against 
Cox was found. After allowing the_fil- 
ing of several affidavits which related 
to the procedure used by Gorman in 
granting the change of venue, Judge 
Dickson adjourned court for the day and 
announced that he would render a de- 
cision on the motion to strike the change 
of venue from the files to-morrow morn- 
ing,

Leaders in the Suffrage Movement, 
Undismayed by the Weather, Join 
in the Line of March. 





Rose Schneiderman, the slip of a girl 
whose elogence stirred the Metropolitan 
Opera House mass meeting on Sunday, 
brought tears to the eyes of thousands 
yesterday as they stood along Fifth Ave- 
nue in a drifting rain, watching the 
funeral parade for the shirtwaist work- 
ers who perished in the Washington 
Place fire. 

Little Miss Schneiderman had made 
many speeches since the Asch Building 
fire; workers everywhere had become ac- 
quainted with her. Hatless and without 
raincoat she tried to trudge alang in the 
dripping procession, hear its head. But 
long before it had reached its uptown 
destination at’ Thirty-fifth Street her 
feet began to falter. 

Mary Dreier, 
Trade Union League, noticed that the 
girl was lagging behind her comrades in 


'a line of eight, and took hold of her arn. 


Helen Marot, Secretary of the league, 
grasped her by the other arm, and the 
three, who more than any others have 
been in the limelight since the Ash Build- 
ing fire, trudged on. None had umbrellas, 
and only one a raincoat. In front of 
them was a platoon of police, a funeral 
car laden with floral: wreaths, with six 
white horses to draw it, and a score Ol 
fire survivors, one of whom carried a 
waistmakers’ banner.

Its numbers were at first 
largely underestimated, as it was thought 
the rain would keep most of the paraders

of tratfic policemen headed into Wash- 
ington Square from the south side, and 
another squad took its place on the north- 
ern edge, with a line of drenched paraders 
stretching out behind in both directions, 
estimators began to revise their figures. 
From 10,000, at which they started, they 
raised the figures to 100,000, and then to 
120,000. 

Difficulties of getting through crowded 
downtown streets ang passing fire lines 
drawn about a burning building had de- 
tained the downtown section, which 
worked its Way up to Washington Square 
from Rutgers Square, arriving at 3 
o'clock instead of 2 as planned. Similar 
troubles had delayed the uptown section 
which had formed at Fourth Avenue and 
Twenty-second Street. Once in Washing- 
ton Square, the consolidated columns be- 
gan the march up Fifth Avenue at 3:40 
o'clock, and it required four hours after 
the first file of eight had left for the last 
file to pass under the Washington Arch, 

There were no propagandist banners and 
no bands. The intention of the leaders to 
make the occasion one for the expression 
of the working people's grief was complied 
with, but only by the rigid censorship of 
banners which some had brought to the 
line of procession. The National colors, 
draped in mourning, and union banners 
similarly draped, marked the headquarters 
of the various divisions. Girls, where the 
unions were composed of women, carried 
their banners throughout the line of 
march, and then would not admit that 
they were exhausted. On their hats and 
around their arms many wore bands of 
black ribbon. 

At Thirty-fifth Street the parade 
turned into Fourth Avenue and then con- 
tinued to Madison Square, where they 
dispersed, every parader thoroughly 
drenched by the drifting rain and mist. 

While the parade was in progress a 
funeral procession, consisting of eight 
black hearses, with white trimmings, car- 
rving the bodies of six unidentified wo- 
men and a man, left the Morgue, at the 
foot of East Twenty-sixth Street. Thou- 
Sands of people who had been attracted 
by the funeral notice watched the pro- 
cession on its way to the Twenty-third 
Street ferries, and thousands more from 
Brownsville lined the streets through 
which the procession passed from the 
Brooklyn ferry slip to the Cypress Hills 
Cemetery. 

Inspector Sweeney, from Brooklyn, and 
a force of seventy-five men were out to 
see that there was no disorder. They con- 
fiscated about 1,000 copies Of an inflam- 
matory circular. 

‘““Never forgive the enemies of our 
class," they read. ‘“‘If political office 
holders refuse to prosecute guilty capital- 
ists, we must act aS avengers of our com- 
rades’ blood.” The rest of the circular 
was an appeal for money to appeal the 
case of a convict named Vincent Bucca- 
fori, now serving a ten-vear sentence for 
killing the foreman of a shoe manufact- 
uring plant in which he worked. 

Mrs. Raymond Robins of Chicago, Na- 
tional President of the Women’s Trade 
Union league, was a marcher in the pa- 
rade. She had come from Chicago espe- 
cially to participate in it. With her was 
Eleanora O'Reilly, who is to have charge 
of the factory inspections on which de- 
mands for specific changes looking to bet- 
ter fire protection are to be based. 

Just behind the league officials marched 
the suffragists and suffragettes, and then 
came the Socialists. Of the suffrafists 


-there was one who wore a conspicuously 


elaborate gown and carried a pink um- 
brella. She marched with the uptown sec- 
tion to Washington Square, and then, 
while waiting for the consolidation of the 
two lines, she deserted. Mrs. Harriet 
Stanton Blateh marched the entire route 
at the expense of her gown, and with her 
marched Dr. Helen Knight, Mrs. Sophia 
Kramer, Mrs. Jennette Rankin, Mrs. John 
Rodgers, and many others of the vari- 
ous suffragist organizations. 

Through the east side, where sympathy 
with the “ silent parade’’ was most tense, 
handkerchiefs waved from .windows on 
both sides of the streets. In Fifth Ave- 
nue the only drapings observed were on 
the Church of the Ascension, whose doors 
pen hung with American flags and 
cr e. 

While thousands .of mourners were gath- 
ered at the graves in Cypress Hills Ceme- 
tery, Brooklyn, in which the unidentified 
bodies of sev2n victims of the Asch Build- 
ing fire were buried, Brownsville’s grief 
was evinced by the closing of all clothing 
factories, a parade in which 5,000 girls 
and men took part, and several memorial 
meetings.

Mr. Harmon 
made a long statement in the form of an 
affidavit to the District Attorney. 

Coroner Holtzhauser announced yester- 
dav that he will hold his inquest on Mon- 
day, and that District Attorney Whitman 
will be present to examine witnesses. 

The relief funds in the hands of Mayor 
Gaynor and Jacob H. Schiff, Treasurer of 
the Red Cross, were increased by yester- 
day's donations to $80,205.65. 

In aid of the fire sufferers a benefit 
will be given at the Bronx Theatre, at 
150th Street and Melrose Avenue, om Sat- 
urday evening, April 22.

In his speech at the City Club last Sat« 
urday Magistrate Corrigan intimated that 
Police Commissioner Cropsey was with«. 
holding the decision in the O’Brien case 
for fear of implicating a high city official. 
The Grand Jury will sift this suspicion) 
to the bottom. 

Mayor Gaynor spoke sharply to a.dele« 
gation of men and women who called at 
the City Hall yesterday to protest about 
conditions in Morningside Park. Park 
Commisioner Stover agreed that conditiong 
in all the parks were bad, principally 
through lack of police protection, and said 
that he had a plan of installing a curfew; 
bell to ring everybody out of the parks at 
8 o’clock at night. 


Corrigan Holds the Prisoners. 


Some people were saying yesterday 
that the raid which Deputy Commissioner 
Flynn made upon the Delaware Social 
Club, at 155 Allen Street, Tuesday night 
was for the purpose of embarrassing 
Magistrate Corrigan. The Magistrate had 
mentioned this place as a meeting place 
erooks and gamblers. It was exe- 
pected that .the prisoners taken there 
must be brought before Magistrate Cor- 
rigan, so it is said, who is sitting in the 
Kisesex Market Police Court this week, 
und tuat the Magistrate would have to 
discharge them all, thus refuting his 
own statements.

Reasons for the Figures, 


Coupled with the charge that no effort fs 
being made to keep the streets free from 
these women nor to abate the indecencies 
and dangers of the nuisance, the month of 
September was evidently selected because 
of the small number of convictions for this 
form of disorderly conduct. 

You will notice by the tables that during 
the months of September and October the 
figures had reached the minimum, but after- 
ward they jumped suddenly up and have 
~naintained a high level ever since. The rea- 
son why there were so few women brought 
to the Night Court during the months of 
September and October for this charge was 
hecause, after the new law went into effect 
these women who frequent the streets were 
lead to believe, from statements made ‘to 
‘hem, that the phvsical examination pre- 
seribed by Section 79 and the consequences 
to them were very serious. Justice Bischoff 
declared that part. of the law unconstitution- 
al and the physical examinations were there- 
upon discontinued.

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TAFT ASKS EARLY 
YOTE ON RECIPROCITY 


In Special Message He Says 
Canadian Plan Has Met with 
Popular Approval. 








CLARK CLAIMS THE CREDIT 





Reciprocity Always a Democratic 
Measure, Speaker Declares, Which 


Republicans Have Opposed. 





Special to The New York Tomes. 

WASHINGTON, April 5.—In a message 
only 600 words in length President Taft 
to-day urged upon Congress the need of 
prompt action indorsing the Canadian 
reciprocity agreement. That was the 
only topic mentioned, and aside from an 
outline of the history of the measure in 
the last Congress, consisted simply in ex- 
plaining his obligation to Canada to get 
Congressional action as quickly as pos- 
sible and in referring to the popular ap- 
proval manifest throughout the country 
since the publication of the terms of the 
agreement. 

Of almost equal interest was a state- 
ment issued this morning by Champ 
Clark, the new Democratic Speaker, in 
explanation of his failure to refer to 
reciprocity in his summary yesterday of 
the legislative programme of the Demo- 
crats. He said, in giving out the state- 
ment, that if he had thought of it he 
would have mentioned reciprocity in the 
close of his speech, but that in failing 
to do so he intended rather to take it for 
granted that it had Democratic support 
than to slight it. 

In the House a fight on the new Demo- 
cratic rules that lasted all day was inter- 
rupted for the reading of the message. 
Close attention was given the brief docu- 
ment, but no applause followed the read- 
ing. In the Senate the sole business of 
the session was the reading of the mes- 
sage. Though it was known that the 
message wouid be very short, and would 
embody no discussion or defense of reci- 
procity as such, early every Senator 
was in his seat. The reading of the mes- 
sage was concluded by 12:15 o'clock, and 
after a brief executive session adjourn- 
ment was taken until to-morrow. 

The President’s Message. 

The message follows: 

‘To the Senate and House of Rep- 
resentativ es: 

‘I transmitted to the Sixty-first Con- 
gress, on January 26 last, the text of 
the reciprocity trade agreement which 
had been negotiated under my direction 
by the Secretary of State with the rep- 
resentatives of the Dominion of Canada.

‘In my transmitting message of the 
twenty-sixth of January I fully set forth 
the character of the agreement, and em- 
phasized its appropriateness and neces- 
sity as a response to the mutual needs 
of the pedple of the two countries, as 
well as its common advantages: I now 
lay that message, and the reciprocal trade 
agreement, as part of the present mes- 
sage before the Sixty-second Congress, 
and again invite earnest attention to the 
considerations therein expressed.

“I have felt it my duty, therefore, not 
to acguiesce in relegation of action until 
the opening of the Congress in December, 
but to use my Constitutional prerogative 
and convoke the Sixty-second Congress in 
extra session in order that there shall be 
no break of continuity in considering ana 
acting upon this most important subject.

Speaker Clark’s Statement. 


In his statement on reciprocity Speaker 
Clark said the situation was ‘one of the 
queerest mix-ups in legislative history.’ 
He contended that the question was of 
Democratic origin, and that if it were 
enacted into law it would be largely by 
Democratic votes. The history of the 


regotiations with Canada was stated by 
Mr. Clark to be as follows: 

‘In 1854 a Democratic administration 
negotiated a reciprocity a reement with 
Canada. In 1867 a Republican adminis- 
tration abrogated it. In 1911 a Republi- 
can President negotiated another one and 
a bill was introduced to carry it out, All 
the Democrats in the House except five 
voted for it. The President couldn’t mus- 
ter even a majority of the House Repub- 
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licans for it. The newt day he wrote a 
letter to Representative McCall of Massa- 
chusetts thanking him for getting it 
through the House. Then it was sent to 
a Republican Senate and they wouldn’t 
even consider the matter. The Demo- 
crats have demonstrated over and over 
that they are in favor of reciprocity. 
Individually I have been advocating re- 
ciprocity not only with Canada but with 
all of the civilized nations of the earth.” 

Chairman Underwood of the Ways and 
Means Committee will introduce a Cana. 
dian reciprocity bill, which will contorm 
in essential particulars to the agreement 
submitted to Congress last session by 
President Taft as the result of the Cana- 
dian negotiations. Mr, Underwood would 
not say to-day when the bill will be in- 
troduced or whether it will be free from 
amendments containing tariff revision 
legislation. 


Indorse Reciprocity Plan 


Two indorsements of the reciprocity 
agreement cheered the President to-day. 
The first came from W. F. Knox, Chair- 
man of the Michigan Republican State 
Central Committee, and the other from 
Woodlawn Grange of Portland, Ore. Mr. 
Knox wired the President as follows: 

In yesterday's Spring election the entire 
Republican State ticket successful by nor- 
mal Republican majority. This I regard 
as significant, in view of the declaration 
made in some quarters that reciprocity 
programme of Administration would dis- 
rupt the party in strong Republican border 
States. I regard outcome as a strong in- 
dorsement in Michigan of your reciprocity 
programme. 

The Woodlawn Grange, in a letter to the 
President, forwarded resolutions adopted 
by it at a meeting last month. The grange 
adopted a resolution condemning the ac- 
tion of the National grange, which gp- 
posed the reciprocity with Canada.

The vote, which was taken at v 
o'clock this morning, was on a resolution 
offered by C. W. Robertson, the Opposi- 
tion leader, which indorsed reciprocity and 
favored an increase of the British prefer- 
ential rate to cent. The vote was 
17 to 29.

The publication in February of an 


editorial in The Chicago Record-Herala 
which charged the use of a $100,000 fund 
to ele¢t Lorimer, resulted in the calling 
of Mr. Kohlisaat as a witness before the 
committee at its last session. 

Mr. Kohlsaat then refused to make 
known the name of Mr. Funk. The 
Chicago publisher was given one week’s 
time in which to divulge this name, or 
stand in contempt of the Senate Com- 
mittee. 

To the first question of Attorney J. J. 
Healy, Mr. Kohlsaat identified a tele- 
gram sent by him to Chairman Helm say- 
ing his confidant called at The Record- 
Herald office and was willing to appear 
before the committee. 

‘*When I arrived at my office Clarence 
Funk called and told me he would be less 
than a man if he held me to my confi- 
dence,’ testified Mr. Kohlsaat. 

‘‘Mr. Funk told me that he had talked 
with Cyrus H. McCormick, President of 
the company, and told him he thought he 
ought to release me, whereupon Mr. Mc- 
Cormick said: ‘Good, that is exactly 
what I want. I do not care for the con- 
sequences to the International Harvester 
Company.’ 

‘““T met Mr. Funk on Jackson Boule- 
vard about thirty days after the con- 
fession of White, while on my way to 
the Chicago Club. He did not seek me 
out at all. Mr. Funk told me the man 
who came to him, told him they had an 
opportunity to elect Lorimér with a fund 
of $100,000. They sent it down, and Mr. 
Funk told me they were looking for re- 
imbursement.’ 

Mr. Funk was the next witness called. 
He said he had been with the Harvester 
Company nine years. His attention was 
called to a conversation with Edward 
Hines of Chicago shortly after the Lori- 
mer election. The witness said: 

“The conversation took place in the 
Union League Club, Chicago. It was a 
chance meeting. He said he had been 
waiting to see me and we sat in the 
lounging room. 

Hines said to me, without preliminary: 

‘Well. we put Lorimer over, but it cost 
us $100,000 to do it. We had to act quick- 
Iv, so that it became necessary fof us to 
put up the money. Now we are seeing 
some of our friends to get it fixed up.’ ”’ 

‘*Hie gave me to understand they want- 
ed to be reimbursed. I asked him why 
he came to tis, aml he said: ‘You are 
as much interested as any one in having 
the right kind of a man in Washington.’ 

‘**T told him we would have nothing to 
do with it. He said he could only go to 
big people, and wanted to get $10,000 from 
each of ten. He left me and told me to 
think it over.’’

HINES MAKES DENIAL. 











Says He Did Not Solicit Any Money 


from Mr. Funk. 


Special to The New York Times. 
CHICAGQ, IIL, 
is one of the wealthiest lumber merchants 
in the West. Most of his life h&s been 
passed there. He is also actively identi- 
fied with many manufacturing concerns in 
Chicago. 

When questioned to-day he denied abso- 
luiely the story told te the Helm Com- 
mittee at Springfield that he, Hines, had 
solicited a fund of $100, 000 to reimburse 
those who had “put up” for Senator 
Lorimer’s election. 

‘*T never contributed a dollar to the 
alleged $100,000 fund spoken of by. Mr. 
Funk,’’ he said. ‘‘I never solicited a dol- 
lar for any such fund, nor did I have any- 
thing to do with such a fund.’ 

Mr. Hines was born in Buffalo, N. Y., 
July 31, 1863. Two vears later his parents 
brought him to Chicago. He began his 
business career asa tally boy in the lum- 
ber yard of Fish & Brother. Later he be- 
came errand boy for S. K.. Martin & Co., 
advancing to the position of bookkeeper, 
and then to traveling salesman. 

After serving in various capacities for 
several lumber firms, he organized the 
Edward Hines Lumber Company in 1892, 
and since tnat time has been President, 
General Manager, and Treasurer of the 
concern. He lives in Evanston. 

(vrus H. McCormick, President of the 

International Harvester Company, con- 
firmed Mr. Funk's statement that the 
Hines incident had been discussed by offi- 
mare of the International. Mr. McCormick 
said: 
“It is true that Mr. Funk told me, soon 
after it occurred, of the call made upon 
him. and the request for a contribution, 
which he had promptly declined. He 
told me this as a matter of information, 
knowing full well that such a proposal 
would not, under any circumstances, be 
considered by our company.”’ 

Edward Tilden, who could not be locatc 1 
to-night, has for many years been active- 
ly identified with the packing interests 
and has contributed largely to the devel- 
opment of that industry in this city. 

He was born in Utica, N. Y., on June 
17, 1858. In 1883 he became assistant 
cashier of the Drovers’ National Bank at 
the stock yards. After that and until 
1S97T he was Treasurer of Libby, McNeill 
& Libby. Since then he has been Presi- 
dent and Treasurer of the concern. 

Mr. Tilden is a Director of the Drovers’ 
National Bank, the National Packing 
Company, the Anglo-American Provision 
Company; Treasurer and Director of the 
Sioux City Stock Yards; Director of the 
St. Louis Stock Yards, the Chicago & 
Alton Railroad, and other large corpora- 
tions. He resides in Chicago.

Giovanni Rapi’s. original 
Rapa. He kept it through his “ liceo”’ 
or high school career, but changed it 
when he went to teach school, at the 
age of 20 in Porta Capuana district of 
Waples. For ‘‘rapa’’ in Italian, means 
*“turnip,’’ and his pupils made fun of 
him. To his teaching days is also due 
his sobriquet of ‘‘’o professore’’ 
**'o Maestro.’’ He was born nearly 
five years ago in Casagione, and 
his aged mother still lives. 

Although well educated and a fluent 
talker in the dialects. of Southern Italy 
fas well as Italian, French, German, 
English, and always dressing: im 
height of Parisian fashion, he is essen- 
tially a man of mediaeval times when 
duelling, gambling, and love adventures 
were the pastime of the wealthy and 
noble. He is at home in Rome, Paris, 
or London, and has made his way into 
exclusive sets in all these cities with 
perfect ease. 

Rapi is scarcely in Ab- 
batemaggzio’s ‘* confession,’”’ and one 
must look elsewhere for information 
dentifying Maestro with the 
Jonorable Society of the Camorra. This 
{information was chiefly gathered by 
Maresciallo Farris, who while his col- 
eague, Capizzuti, was delving into the 
**mala vita’’ or underworld of Naples,

To be sure, Rapi was known to have 
Bome peculiar acquaintances, but these 
were pardoned him on account of the 
universality of his exuberant nature, and, 
when he was arrested a few days after 
‘Alfano’s supper party at the Mimi a 
Mare Inn. his aristocratic friends treated 
the matter as a joke.

It 
svas held at Torre del Greco, not 200 yards 
from the Cupa Calastro, where Coucolo’s 
body was found on June 6, 1906, the day 
after the murder. It is alleged that to 
this party, at’ o’clock on the evening 
of the fifth, came Mariano de Gennaro 
with tidings that Coucolo had been slain, 
and that Alfano gave the messenger a 
glass of wine before he departed. 

At any rate, Rapi and his companions 
were arrested on June 9 and kept in 
Gant 'EKfremo Prison for over a month, 
when, through the intervention of the 
priest Don Ciro Vitozzi, accusing de An- 
gelis and Amadeo, they were released. 

On July 17 there was a great crowd 
at the entrance to Sant 'Efremo, for the 
news had gone forth that the examining 
Magistrate, Enrico Romano, had decided 
to release the fuur prisoners.

It was then 
merely a matter of gossip that he was the 
Treasurer of the Camorra. 

But little by little Farris managed to 
reconstruct Rapi's past. He interviewed 
the friends of Rapi in the Galleria Um- 
berto Primo and the Piazza San Ferdi- 
nando. Rapi was well known at all the 
resorts there, and his friends saw nho 
harm in answering the questions put to 
them by the young and wealthy Sar- 
dinian, who was in reality Farris, who 
had just annihilated the brigands of his 
native island.

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MORETON FREWEN TO RESIGN 


Pians to Give Up Parliament Seat to 
Make Place for Timothy Healy. 


LONDON, April 5.—Moreton Frewen 
will soon resign his seat in Parliament 
for the Northeast Division of Cork 
County as he opposes the Government’s 
Veto bill and desires to create a 
vacancy for Timothy Healy, who was 
defeated in the last election.

Mayor Protests Against the Ratifica- 
tion of the Constitutional Amend- 


ment in Its Present Form. 





Mayor Gaynor has 4Geclared himself 


against the proposed income tax amend- 
ment. He stated his position yesterday in 
a letter to Gov. Dix, which is as follows: 
Office of the Mayor. 
April 8, 1911. 
The Hon, John A. Dix, Governor. 

Sir: As the Legislature is soon to vote 
on the question of ratifying the proposed 
amendment of the Constitution of the United 
States empowering the Congress of the 
United States to lay and collect an income 
tax, I feel it my duty as Mayor of the 
(ity of New York to say a word of caution 
against its ratification. 

While I am heartily in favor of enabling 
the National Government to lay and collect 
an income tax, if necessary to the National 
revenue, I am not in favor of the adoption 
of the present proposed constitutional 
amendment to that effect, for the reason 
that its wording gives rise to a grave ques- 
tion, to say the very least, whether income 
from State and municipal bonds could not 
be taxed under it. 

The proposed amendment is as follows: 

‘“ Article XVI. The Congress shall have 
power to lay and collect taxes on incomes, 
from whatever source derived, without ap- 
portionment among the several States, and 
pe gi regard to any census or enumera- 
ion.’ 

The danger lHfes in the 
‘‘from whatever source 
were they put there? 


words (I quote) 
derived.’’ Why 
What do they mean? 

It cannot be gainsaid that the ordinary 
and natural sense of these words includes 
income from any and all sourees. And when 
you read the whole section there is no de- 
traction from this meaning. It declares 
that the Congress may lay a tax on incomes, 
whatever source they may be derived from. 

But it is*argued that if this proposed 
amendment be adopted the Supreme Court of 
the United States will, by a process of 
learned ‘construction,’ as the lawyers 
call it, hold that it does not mean what it 
apparently, or plainly, says, but something 
different and less, namely, that an income 
tax may be laid on incomes from all 
sources, ‘except State and municipal 
bonds.’’ It is said that the Supreme Court 
will abandon the plain meaning, and adopt 
this other meaning, for the reason that as 
the law now is, as declared by its own de- 
cisions, the National Government has no 
power to tax the bonds or securities issued 
by States or their municipal corporations. 
But who can assure us of that? The oppo- 
site contention is that these words, ‘ from 
whatever source derived,’’ cut away the 
effect of such decisions, and that ‘ithe 
court will so hold. We all know that your 
predecessor, Gov. Hughes, now a _ distin- 
guished member of that court, will so vote, 
for in a special message to the Legislature 
last January he advised against the rati- 
fication of the proposed amendment for 
the reason that, in plain words, it in- 
cluded all sources of income, and would 
have to be so0 construed by the courts. 
And all over the country competent Judges 
and constitutional lawyers are of this opin- 
ion. 

Why should a constitutional provision of 
concededly doubtful meaning be adopted? 
The only stumbling block to the adoption 
of this provision is its doubtful meaning.

at once recall and amend this proposed con- 
stitutional amendment, or propose a new 
one, doing away with all doubt? 

If this amendment be ratified by a suffi- 
cient number of States to adopt it, I am not 
able to see otherwise than that the mere 
doubt about its meaning will affect the 
price of outstanding State and municipal 
bonds and compel States and cities to in- 
crease the interest rate on all bonds issued 
by them after its adoption, to the extent of 
the income tax that may be probably levied. 
That doubt would linger until a case involv- 
ing it were got to the Supreme Court of 
the United States and decided. That might 
not be in ten years or. a generation from 
now. It could not be until the Congress 
had passed an income statute, and a tax 
was cast thereunder. Meanwhile, the mis- 
chief would persist. Why should such a 
situation be created, and especially when 
it can be avoided with little trouble and no

WILSON 


Winning People’s Fight Against 
the Interests, He Declares at 
Burlington Celebration. 





HAILED AS NEXT PRESIDENT 





Bryan Praises His Work and Says He 
Can't Sleep for Smiling Over 
Democracy’s Gains.

BURLINGTON, N. J., April 65.—Gov. 
Woodrow Wilson, Senator Martine, and 
William J, Bryan were the principal 
speakers here to-night at the Jeffer- 
sonjan celebration held by the Democratic 
Club of Burlington County. Champ Clark, 
Speaker of the House of Representatives, 
expected to be one of the speakers, but 
sent a message that owing to unexpected 
Congressional duties he could not leave 
Washington. 

Gov. Wilson spoke on “The State of 
New Jersey.”” He declared that New 
Jersey heretofore had been considered to 
be devoted to the service of ‘‘ Big Busl- 
mess,’’ but she had awakened and the 
eyes of the entire country were now on 
her to see how she was going to deal with 
her problem. 

The Burlington Auditorium was packed 
to its utmost capacity to hear the 8peak- 
ers, and prominent Democrats from all 
parts. of the State .were present. The 
meeting was: preceded by a dinner and a 
reception, at the home of, Thomas HI. 
Birch, who presided at the auditorium 
meeting. , 


Gov. Wilson’s Speech. 
Gov. Wilson said: 
“It has been a common remark in our, 
newspapers of late that the eyes of the 


whole country are.now upon New Jersey. 

f this is true, why is it? It is because 

ew Jersey has waked up. Waked up to 
what? To the reconstruction necessary 
in order to revive and reconstitute our 
Democracy and put our institutions once 
more on the footing of their original con- 
ception and inspiration. , 

“Apparently it has been a matter of 
Surprise to the rest of the country that 
New Jersey should thus have waked to 
the circumstances and opportunities of 
the day. What was it that the country 
Supposed New Jersey to be devoted to? I 
am afraid there can be no doubt as to the 
enswer. She was supposed to be devoted 
to the service of the interests, of big 
business, irrespective of the interests of 
humanity and of justice and of the equita- 
ble arrangements of our economic soci- 
ety.. It was Supposed that New Jersey 
did not intend to take any part in the 
modern reformation. It was taken for 
granted that she was too completely con- 
trolled by great combinations of capital 
to be free to follow the impulses of her 
people, even if they should feel the im- 
pulse of change which is now everywhere 
else abroad. 

“Itis worth, while to ask ourselves ex- 
actly what we mean by the interests. I 
Suppose that we mean those powers of 
money, those organizations for the con- 
trol of industry, those vested privileges 
and legal advintages whose possessors 
and prvmoters have placed material 
wealth and economic prosperity, as they 
conceive it, and as they control it, abore 
oll neeis of political liberty and common 
human welfare. Undoubtedly, our sys- 
tem of wealth has brought men of such 
views into great power, and they have| 
exercised that power to the utmost for, 
the promotion of their own ends. 

“And yet it is not the men we attack

go much as the point of view. The men 
who have controlled our recent Industrial | 
deeviopment have, for the most part, been | 
thoroughly honest. They have tried to! 
look at the interests of the counry as they! 
conceive them in a large way. They have 
managed them in a masterly fashion, have 
shown powers much larger than the mere 
powers of busines management, as large 
@s the powers of great statesmanship. 
There have been evil men among them, 
men unscrupulous and selfish and delib-} 
erately neglectful of the public interests, |} 
but they have been a minority among the 
men who have stood at the centre of our 
Great material achievements. 

“What we attack when we attack the| 
so-called interests is a system, not a body | 
of honorable citizens. We wish to show] 
6uch men that they were mistaken, not | 
to treat them as public enemies. 


Political Alliance the Menace. 


* What has most alarmed us has been 
that our industrial leaders, the honest} 
along with the dishonest, in order to | 
achieve their ends, or, rather, in order to 
be let alone in the pursuit of them, have 
undertaken to manage. politics in their 
own interest by alliance with the political 
machines of both parties; their power cone 
eisting in the fact that they Supplied the 
money which the politicians used to main- 
tain their own control, the politicians, in 
turn, shaping to their wishes the policies 
to be pursued and the legislation to be 
stopped or promoted, 

“The reason our attention is once more 
concentrated upon the tariff is that it 
furnishes the biggest example of all of the 
management of legislative action for the 
benefit of great interests by means of the 
control which those great interests have 
maintained over legislation, It is not nec- 
essary to expound this example, for the 
whole country has analyzed and compre- 
hended it, and now knows that the chief 
ambush of special privilege, the chief 
abuse of Governmental power in behalf 
of special interests, is to be found in our 
tariff Jegislation. 

“The great interests have sought to 
control legislation, partly because of a 
fundamental distrust of popular govern- 
ment on the part of the men who have 
been at the head of our industrial sys- 
tem. They distrust democracy itself. It 
is a notable circumstance. that when in 
very recent months it was suggested, 
very foolishly but very persistently, that 
there was danger of the establishment of 
@ monarchy in this country (a suggestion 
which did deep injustice to the statesman 
in connection with whose name it was 
made,) from quarters not a few in this 
country the suggestion was hailed with 
unconcealed satisfaction. 

“There were men of large affairs who 
said without reserve that they thought 
we should be hetter off in sucH circum- 
stances. Nothing could more clearly 
prove their fundamental distrust of gov- 
ernment by the people. They do not be- 
lieve that the people understand their 
Own best interests. They hold a theory 
of trusteeship of government, of govern- 
ment for the people, but not government 
by the people; the theory of those who 
would protect the people.against them- 
selves, patronize them, act for them, 
construct their government in-their’ in- 
terests, but without their co-operation and 
consent. Under the demoralizing influence 
of such~policies as are embodied in the 
high protective tariff, this has become, in 
fact, the theory of the Republican Party. 

e ‘superior’ people, the people of 
large business and of large experience, 
must, in their view, determine and be 
sponsors for the policy of the country.

New Jersey Not Asleep. 


**I do not like to hear it said that New 
Jersey has awakened to see at last the 
light of this new day. I do not believe 
that she was asleep; she was only deeply 


discouraged. Impulse after impulse of 
reform and rejuvenation had been disap- 
pointed because political managers did 
not comprehend or respond, and she_had 
grown a bit hopeless and lethargic. Now 
she has taken heart and is at last re- 
leasing her energy along the channels of 
genuine reform. At heart her people 
wero always progressive, always alive to 
ihe genuine needs of her life. But they 
did not see the way. They did not see 
how it wes possible for them to express 
their purpese in action. She has now 
put herself where she belongs—among the 
progressives. The only persons she now 
looks to for guidance in either party are 
those who proclaim themselves progres- 
sives and offer her the things she has 
yeen waiting for. 

“A ‘progressive’ is a man who sees 
the new ways of progress and of devel- 
opment, who rejects trusteeship and a!l 
conceptions of privilege and believes in- 
common rights. Hence the measures to 
which we are in the present session of 
our Legislature devoting our chief ener- 
gies—first, to cut off the secret and 

idden uses of money in politics._by ef- 
fective legislation against corrupt prac- 
tices; secomd, to give the people direct 
access to their government at every point 
by a thoroughgoing reform of our pri- 
mary and election laws; third, to give to 
the government which shail thus directly 
represent the people the control of public 
service corporations—those particular 
corporations concerning which the argu- 
ment for control is clearest, and, fourth, 
to provide insurance for workingmen 
against industrial accidents. These are 
the preliminary measures of justice and 
reform. When we have given the peo- 
ple control of the government and have 
remedied some of the fundamental] iniqui- 
ties of our present industrial system we 
shall be free to pursue a rational pro 
gramme of modern reform. 

“These measures are merely items rep- 
resentative of the general principle that 
industry, like — is not for com- 
munities, but of them; that the only term 
to be sought in public action is the com- 
mon term-—the interest, vitality, devel- 
cpment of the people as a whole; their 
frank inclusion in every process, whether 
of legislation or of adjudication; that the 
general readjustment must be based upon 
@ renaissance of rights and humanities 
as against all privilege and private 
power.” 

Speaking to the toast “ Watchman, 
What of the Night?’’ Col. William Jen- 
nings Bryan reviewed the Democratic 
struggle for reforms in the last fifteen 
years, and praised the work of Gov, Wil- 
son in New Jersey as one of the greatest 
influences for political advancement in 
all the East. Many of the State political 
leaders present took the Bryan speech as 
a direct boost of Gov. Wilson- for the 
Democratic nomination, 

**No citizen of New Jersey was more 
happy than I when the news came of the 
splendid victory of Gov. Wilson at the 
polis, he said, *‘ He had raised the expec. 
tations of the Nation as well as the State 
by his campaign promises. As a candi- 
date he made specific promises as per- 
sonal Stay ay and events show how as an 
fuxecutive he has set about to fulfill every 
pledge. 

‘Our hopes tn the West are raised by 
Gov. Wilson's record. I am glad to stand 
on this platform with him, and of his 
constituents here there is none moro 
anxious to do him honor than I, ¢ 

“I think one of the best things he has 
done was to send Martine to Washington 
as your Senator. 

“As I understand it, we should -not 
have had Martine if we did not have 
Wilson. We are weak at Washington 
only in the Senate, but of the Senators 
fcajned in the new Congress, nearly all 
the Democrats are of the right type. 

“New Jersey pent a lifelong reformer. 
amd-New York, more. strange to say, has 
just sent us a progressive Senator. We 
want them all iike Martine, who stands 
like a rock against any combination of 
Democrats that seeks to league with 
standpat Republicans and thwart progres- 
sive legislation, 

‘* From a Democratic standpoint the last 
fifteen years have been dark. But I come 
to give you promise of the dawn. I am 
an optimist. I have been compelled to go 
through the shadow of the valley of politi- 
cal death so often that I can distinguish 
the dawn when I see it.’’ 

Mr. Bryan stopped here to review the 
intellectual, moral, and political advance 
The greatest 
hope in America, he said, was the rise 
of the wealth producers from the ee 

and he declared 
that the principles Democracy had fa- 
thered had wrought the change in the 
public conscience. 

Adolph Spreckles, Louis Brandeis, Con- 
Bress ian George Fred Willlams, and 
Gov. Foss he cited as exponents of the 
awakening of the highest type of citizens 
to the universal brotherhood of man. 

Much of his address was devoted to an 
argument for the direct election of United 
States Senators and for the National in- 
come tax. He touched on the spread of 
direct primaries, and promised Jersey- 
men that he would return to give them 
mone signs of the times, such as the ref- 
erendum, the initlietive. and@ the recall. 

**I suppose I ain having more fun than 
any other man in America,” said the 
speaker. ‘ According to the law of com- 
pensation, I am getting repaid for all 
that I suffered. These progressive doc- 
trines, now .so popular, Were only a few 
years ago likened to Bryanism in deri- 
sion. My enemies used the phrase s0 
much that it got blown into the bottle 
so hard that now these things have be- 
come popular they cannot draw it out. 
I have felt so good in the last few days 
I have been losing sleep, as I haven't 
been able to stop smiling at night over 
what I have seen in the daytime in Wash- 
ington. 

“The day began to dawn for Demo- 
cratic principles very soon after Mr. 
began to show he was fa- 
miliar with the planks of our platform. "’ 

Senator Martine in a brief address 
evoked great applause when, slightly 
turning toward Gov. Wilson, he said: 

“‘I will come back here next year, if 
spared, to plead the cause and candidacy 
of a fellow Jerseyman for the Presi- 
dency of the United States.” 

Senator Martine said the the Demo- 
crats would revise the tariff so that the 
tax on the necessities of life would be 
reduced,

CALLS NEW LIBRARY 





R. B. Stanton, Engineer, After 
Careful Reasserts 
City Treasures Are In Peril.

DANGER IN ELECTRIC WIRES 








& 

Says Fire Is Certain to Start In the 

Wooden Ceilings and Equipments— 
City Officials Agree with Him. 





At a meeting of the American Society 
of Civil Engineers in the clubrooms, 220 
West Fifty-seventh Street, last night, 
Robert Brewster Stanton, a civil and min- 
ing engineer of 82 Nassau Street, strongly 





censured the builders of the new Bifth 


rooms in which the thousands of books 
are stored absolutely fireproof. 

Mr. Stanton’s statement was a reitera-| 
tion of a warning he sounded in a letter 
to Tum Times about two years ago when 
the interior decorations of the library 
building had not yet assumed form, and 
was inspired at this time by a final tour 
of inspection made yesterday in company 
with officials of the Department of Water 
Supply, Gas, and Electricity, after read- 
ing the reply of Thomas Hastings, archi- 
tect of the building, to his letter to Tan 
Times of March 80. Mr. Stanton objects 
not to the system of electrical insulation 
as installed but to the combination of this 
electrical system with the hundreds of 
tons of wood used in the construction of 
walls, ceilings, bookshelves, ard reading 
room equipments, 

Discussion of the subject brought out 
opinions that the New York Public Li- 
brary, which means as much to the people 
of New York as the Congressional Library 
at Washington means to the Nation, war- 
ranted an equally competent fireproof con- 
struction, and that the attention of the 
city authorities should be brought to bear 
iInimediately on a situation of affairs 
which might so easily lead to a repetition 
of @ fire loss such as that occasioned in 
the loss of the library in the Capitol fire 
in Albany. 


Mr. Stanton’s Views. 


Mr. Stanton's criticisms, as expressed 
last night, were also set forth by him in 
this letter te TH Times earlier in the 
day; 

To the Editor of The New York Times: 

I thank you for having submitted my 

letter on the possibility of fire in the 


new public library to Mr. Thomas Hast- 
ings, of the firm of Carrere & Hastings, 
the architects of the building, and for 
publishing his: reply, in your interview 
with him, at the same time with my 
letter in your paper of April 1. 

I have delayed answering Mr, Hast- 
ings’s criticism for this reason: I have 
practiced my profession as a civil and 
mining engineer for forty years, but lI 
am not_an electrical expert, and I wished 
to consult eminent electrical engineers 
on the subject. I now beg indulgence 
and space in your jotirrnal to discuss 60 
important @ matter as the safety of 
our public library now being housed on 
Fifth Avenue. 

It was certainly very kind of Mr. Hast- 
ings to pronounce the statements in my 
letter “absurd,’’ and then to proceed to 
acknowledge and confirm every statement 
I made, except the conclusion I drew from 
the facts. The wooden ceilings do exist, 
and the kindling wood i@ piled over the 
book shelves exactly as stated. Mr. 
Hastings says: ‘' There are few wood 
ceilings in the building.”’ In the name of 
common safety, why should there be any 
in such a fireproof (7) bullding? Brick, 
mortar, and steel would have accomp- 
lished the same ends. 

How many constitute a “ few wood ceil- 
ings’’ ? I counted at the time of my 
inspection a dozen places or more where 
wooden construction was then being 
placed around and over the bookrooms, 
and the workmen told me that the great 
ceiling over the main library room, which 
cetling is so wonderfully and expensively 
decorated, was built in the same manner. 

The ‘‘damnable folly’’ and the inex- 
ecusable crime of which I spoke consists 
in placing over the priceless and unre- 
placeable treasures of our public library 
the “cords of kindling wood," and thus 
creating if it were only the merest pos- 
sibility of such a fire, and therefore such 
a catastrophe from water as I described 
—from any cause. Much greater is the 
folly of having placed in such a tinder 
box the ever ready “electric match,” 
which I shall now proceed to show will 
in all human probability at some future 
time be ignited. 


The Ceilings of Wood. 


According to your quoted remarks from 
Mr. Hastings he admits, for he does not 
deny, the headings you put to my letter 
as published, that the “ inflammable ceil- 
ings’’ exist just as I stated, and for the 
same reason he admits that the “ new 
Public Library has electric wires led 
through pine kindlings,”’ but says “ there 
is nothing defective or unsafe with the 
electric wiring of the new library.’’ In 


proof of which he states, ‘‘the electric 
wiring in the building is the best that 
brains and money could desire. * * * 
We employed an expert electrician at 
a salary of $10,000 to attend to the job 
for us. The work was approved by the 
Building Department.’’ And as a clincher 
Mr. Hastings adds: “The wires are in- 
sulated in iron conduits and it would not 
be possible for them to come in contact 





with any of the woodwork in the build-! 


ing." This last is but Mr. Hastings’s 
opinion. We will see what it is worth. 

Kirst, however, let me say that when I 
first inspected the new library building I 
saw many wires coming out of the iron 
eonduits and distributed among the afore- 
snid *‘ pine kindlings ’’ in the ceilings then 
being constructed with no iron conduits 
or pipes around them. This was perhaps 
temporary work. To be fair to Mr. Hast- 
ings, I admit that ajl these wires were 
subsequently taken down and put into 
iron pipes, and, further, that the wires 
themselves were first insulated in the 
usuwl way before being placed in the iron 
pipes. But let me ask, Do all these pre- 
cautions—a $10,000 electrician, the placing 
ef the wires in iron pipes: and the ap- 
proval of the Building Department—insure 
that absolute security which should have 
and could have been acquired for our 
great library, not the building itself? [ 
answer, No, | iad 

Since reading Mr. Hasfings’s answer to 
my letter, as given by you, I have con- 
sulted a’ number of eminent electricians 
and electrical engineers, and it was their 
unanimoug opinion that the placing of the 
wires inside of heavy iron piping was 
practically no protection at all, when the 
pipes were placed in the position and un- 
der the conditions as stated above. 


In Quest of Facts. 

I was not looking for opinions, but facts. 
I found them. Here they are: 

Within the past three years there have 
occurred two fires in this City of New 
York that were caused by electric wires 
which were seemingly perfectly insulated 


Avenue Public Library for not making the!jnside heavy iron pipes. First, the wires 


themselves were insulated with the usual 
materials ‘‘fully up to the best require- 
ments of the Building Department,’”’ and 
then put inside the SOD. Pipes. Something 
happened—the unexpected and unforeseen, 
of course—a short cir@uit, a broken 
switch, a fuse that refused to fuse, or 
what not; holes were burned in the pipes, 
and the buildings were set on fire, 

This happened in two of the great pub- 
lic resorts of this city, which if they had 
been filled with an audience at the time 
as many deaths might have occurred 
from a stampede as in the recent shirt 
waist factory fire. 

I have to-day had in my hands the 
eee ard wires taken from the two 

uildings, and had related to me the 
facts in the case, but have been penned: 
ed nut to state where the electrically 
started fires otcurred. am, howéver, 
authorized to extend to you, Mr. Editor, 
and to Mr. Hastings an invitation to go 
with me and see the relics of these two 
fires, and hear the whole story of their 
cause. I shall be glad to accompany you 
at any time. 

It is hardly necessary to add that any 
humanly devised mechanism is liable to 
accident and failure, even if installed. by 
a $10, expert, and in the light of what 
has already happened in two of our pub- 
lic resorts in this city, I am free to say it 
is still my humble opinion that just such 
an occurrence will at some future time 
happen in the new Public Library Build- 
ing as I detailed in my first letter. 

What is the remedy? At the time I 
first called your attention to the condl- 
tions in the new library building, in June, 
1900, the work was only partially done. 
Now it is all completed. There is but one 
remedy—tear down all the flimsy fire 
traps of the wooden ceilings and wall 
panéling, encase the pipes in solid ce- 
ment, and replace the ceilings with noth- 
ing but steel and cement or mortar; and 
tear out ail the varnish-covered wall pan- 
elings, leaving not a particle of such 
kindling wood In the building. This will 
cost many thousands of dollars, it is true. 
Are the hundreds of thousands of books, 
ancient manuscripts, and works of art of 
the Lenox, Astor, and Tilden collections 
worth it? 

A thousand times yes! Will the power- 
ful influence of THwp New YorkK TIMES 
be used to insure, beyond the shadow of 
a doubt, the treasures so many of us 
love? It is my humble prayer that such 
will be the case.

City Officials Agree with Him. 
City officials who were interviewed yes- 
terday by a TIMES reporter supported Mr. 
Stanton in his contention that wood should 
not have been ussd in the reading and 


stack rooms of the library, even at a sac- 
rifice of architectural beauty. They al] 
asserted that the electrical equipment was 
the best that money could install, but that 
metal sheeting immediately adjoining all 
electrical conduits would easily have made 
the building absolutely fireproof. This 
was also the contention of J. C. Forsyth, 
cnief electrical Inspector of the New 
York Board of Fire Underwriters, and of 
W, B. White, Chief Inspector,of the Sur- 
vey ané Plectrical Bureau. . 

One of the high officials of the Inter- 
borough who has charge of the electrical] 
department of the system, explained that 
the lighting of t?* Public Library, al- 
though requiring a uch smaller voltage 
than that employed in the running of the 
Subway, was none the less likely to re- 
sult at some time in a fire due to electric 
wires coming in contatt with the fron 
conduit pipes holding them, 

“A conduit pipe might, 
tcuching a steel column or a water or 
gas main,’’ he said, ‘*‘ causing the formzu- 
tion of an electric arch. Any piece of 
wood having immediate contact with the 
free flow of the current would, of course, 
ye ignited.’’ 

When the attention of Prof. George 
BF. Sever of Columbia University, con- 
sulting engineer for the city, was called 
to Mr. Stanton’s criticism, he said that 
he had already taken a personal interest 
in the accusation in so far as he had 
himself requested J. C. Skerrett, Chief 
Inspector of the Department of Water 
Supply, Gas and Electricity, to make a 
tour of inspection of the library in com- 
pany with Mr. Stanton. He was not able) 
to give a personal opinion at this time, 
he said, but would investigate the matter 
later. 

Others who were interviewed said that, 
Mr. Stanton’s attitude was absurd; that 
it was out of the question to build even a 
library without the use of wood, and 
that the building was as safe as any could 
be. They said that such a matter should 
have been brought up eleven years ago, 
when the plans were up for consideration.

Deputy Police Commissioner Flynn, 
with Lieut. Collins and twelve men, 
raided an alleged poolroom on the gecond 
floor of 811 West Fifty-ninth Street, just 
off Columbus Circle, yesterday after- 
noon, and of 200 men found there ar- 
rested thirteen. According to the Deputy 
Commissioner: the poolroon’ has been 
running off and on for two years, but 
evidence against it was hard to get until 
a few days ago, when a man, a patron 
of the place, made a complaint. 

This man told the Commissioner that 
he had started with $10 and by playing 
in the poolroom had run it up to $500. 
This money was held by the managers, 
and when the player asked for it a day 
or so ago he says he was told that the 
bankroll was somewhat slim, and would 


he come back the next morning after 
banking hours when his money would be 
given to him. 

Instead of receitviné the money the 
next day he was told to wait on the 
corner for a few moments when it would 
be brought to him. He did as directed, 
and presently was approached by three 
men whom he knew as habituées of the 
poolroom. Instead of giving him the 
money he said he had won, they set on 
him and before a gathering crowd 
caused them to run away, beat him al- 
most insensible. 

“TI hate to be a squealer,” this man 
told Commissioner Flynn, ‘‘but I can’t 
allow them to keep my money and give 
me a beating besides.’’

Wan by Drs. Austin Fint and Carlos F. 
MacDonald, for the purpose of determin- 
ing whether any ot those incarcerated 
should bg discharged as sane or be sent 
back for’ triai. This is for the purpose 
of either substantiating or setting at rest

The man in the street is fascinated, as 
it is, by what he can see of the process. 
There is something strange about the 
type wheel two feet in diameter, which 
goes swinging round apparently uncon- 
trolled to stop at exactly the letter or 
figure required. The spacing of the 
lines is perfect; stops are inserted cor- 
rectly, and there is a finish about the 
whole device which has caused many ex- 
pressions of surprise at its ingenuity. 


As a matter of fact what can be seen 
from the street is the smallest part of 
the wonders of the new machine. The 
present type is a great advance on that 
used for the first time in this city by 
THe TimMES last Summer, when it did 
specially good work in recording the 
Jeffries-Johnson fight round by round, 
as the news was flashed over the wires 
from Reno. The wheels are operated 
from an insignificant-looking keyboara 
not unlike that of a typewriter, in. the 
publication office of the Times Building, 
and are adjusted so perfectly that they 
may be controlled at a distance of miles 
by a current so slight that it can be sent 
over a telephone wire without hamper- 
ing its use for conversational purposes. 

‘he Electric Press Bulletin Company 
derives the power for the motors of its 
machines from whatever local source is 
convenient. This differentiates its ma- 
chines from the small devices used by 
the “ ticker’ and other machines so long 
familiar in the field of telegraphic print- 
ing. THE Times machines are all con- 
nected over a single metallic telephone 
circuit to a keyboard in the Times Build- 
ing, and print their bulletins practically 
simultaneously. ; 

Beneath the keyboard of the machine is 
a cylinder which is kept rotating by a 
diminutive motor. On this cylinder is a 
pin to correspord with each of the keys, 
and as soon after a key is struck as its 
pin comes in contact with it the cylinder 
comes to a stop until the key is released 
Geared to the pin cylinder is another 
smaller one, with electric contacts so in- 
sulated and arranged that as it revolves it 
sends alternate electric impulses, first 
positive and then negative, and so on, 
over the line to operate a polarized 
relay on each of the large machines in 
the circuit. 

The result is that as the striking of 
a key causes the stopping of the pin 
evlinder, a printing impulse is sent out 
over the entire circuit, and every machine 
is directly controlled by it. All the unde- 
pressed keys of the board are locked, sv 
that they cannot be operated till every 
machine in the circuit has printed the par- 
ticular letter required, and the wheels on 
every bulletin machine revolve in unison 
with the impulse received from the key- 
board. Meanwhile the operator sees ex- 
actly what he has accomplished by means 
of a miniature type wheel which has been 
mounted on a shaft at one side of the 
keyboard, and prints on a strip of paper, 
five inches wide, exactly what he is print- 
ing on the bulletin strips wherever they 
may be placed. 

As the impulse from the operator is re- 
ceived by the bulletin stations, two dis- 
tinct sets of operations are set in motion,

A second and somewhat larger arrange- 
ment of electric contacts in the same 

Sunflower "" fashion, known as the “ se- 
lectey,”’ is near by, and each petal of the 
smaller circle is separately wired to its 
m*.te on the second one. Consequently the 
circuit as far as the ‘“‘selecter’’ is made 
for the particular letter required, and it 
only awaits completion to pass the elec- 
tric current on to the type wheel. 

This closing of the circuit is accom- 
plished by means of a multiple contact 
Sweep of arm, which revolves around the 
centre of the ‘“ selecter’’ as the snaft of 
the type wheel rotates. The current is 
then carried to one of the two small mag- 
nets on the moveable latch plate of the 
index wheel. The magnet attracts its 
armature and throws a latch key in the 
way of the proper pin on the revolving 
index wheel. The latch plate is carried 
forward and throws a pawl into’ tha 
in the index wheel. 
wheel stops and is held rigidly still, and 
the type wheel and shaft are also halted, 
the shock caused by their stay being ab- 
sorbed by a pneumatic cushioning device. 

As the type wheel stops the actual print- 
ing has to be done and a contact has to 
be made between the paper and the type 
wheel. The mere stoppage, however, sets 
certain levers in motion, which cause the 
printing platen to descend, press the paper 
on the type wheel, and print the character 
desired. The platen returns to its former 
position, the latch key and pawl are auto- 
matically released from the index wheel, 
and the type wheel, begins to revolve 
again, till the depression of another letter 
on the keyboard starts the whole series 
of impulses over again. 

When the operator wishes to begin a 
bulletin, he first starts the small motor 
actuating the pin cylinder of the keyboard 
and thereby sets off the small contact 
cylinder, which, by sending out electrical 
impulses of alternate polarity over the 
circuit to the ‘‘ Sunflower’’ of every ma- 
chine in the circuit, brings the finger of 
each of them to a common or unison 
point. 

The operator presses a key marked 
“Start.””. The cylinder revolves, alter- 
nate impulses to a certain number are 
sent over the wire, and the finger of each 
“Sunflower ’’ moves rapidly round till it 
is opposite a predetermined segment, and 
a pin on the cylinder of the keyboard 
strikes a corresponding projection in the 
depressed ‘‘Start’”’ key. A prolonged 
electrical impulse is thrown out, the fing- 
ers of the ‘‘ Sunflowers” are drawn into 
contact with the proper segments, and a 
local é¢urrent sent into an automatic 
switch*on each machine. The switch op- 
erates and throws a local current to the 
motor of each machine and the type 
wheels and shafts are set in motion. 

To produce the paragraph indent the 
operator presses the ‘‘Space’”’ key three 
or more times, and the required result is 
obtained by the particular segment of the 
‘Sunflower’ needed being energized, As 
each letter is struck, its own petal of the 
‘Sunflower ’’ is energized and communi- 
cates its current to the ‘‘ selecter’’ and 
thence to the type wheel. When the line 
is filled up the type wheels are automat- 
ically released and are carried back to the 
Starting point. At the same time the 
paper is spaced upward one line, and the 
matter just printed is brought into view.

The authorities who are investigating 
loans to William J. Cummins by seven- 
teen banks and trust companies which re- 
ceived generous deposits of city funds 
have been informed that heavy with- 
drawals of city cash from most of these 
banks immediately followed the closing of 
the Carnegie Trust Company. The-in- 
vestigators have been told that on the day 
the Carnegie closed Deputy City Cham- 
berlain Walsh visited most of the banks 
and trust companies which had loaned 
money to the Cummins group and in- 
formed them that unless the city deposits 
were immediately guaranteed by bonds or 
other security the entire city deposit 
would be taken from them. 

The Grand Jury. will take up this phase 
of the investigation shortly, and an effort 
will be made by District Attorney Whit- 
man to bring out. if possible whether or 
net any one.in the City Chamberlain’s 
office Knew that these banks and trust 
companies had loaned to Cummins and 
his associates the bulk of the deposits re- 
ceived from the city. 

City Chamberlain Hyde at that tffne 
was on his houseboat in Florida, out of 
touch with his office, which was in charge 
of Deputy Walsh. Whether Mr. Walsh 
will be called as a witness before the 
Grand Jury or not could not be -learned 
last night.

The Grand Jury .reported to Justice 
Davis in the Supreme Court late vester- 
day afternoon and handed in several] in- 
dictments. A report that the indictments 
had to do with the Carnegie Trust inves- 
tigation sent a crowd hustline into the 
courtroom. But the indictments proved 
to have no connection with the Carnegie 
matter. 

One of the most interesting documents 
on file yesterday in the Appellate Divis- 
ion of the Supreme Court was City Cham- 
terlain Hyde’s belatéd 
vestments of trust funds intrusted with 
him by the courts. The City Chamberlain 
had been ordered to file this report on or 
before Feb, 1. In a letter to Presiding 
Justice Ingraham the City Chamberlain 
said the suggestion to hand in the report 
had come from his counsel, Samuel Un- 
termyer. The report shows that the City 
Chamberlain holds $2,754,833 in court 
funds, of which $1,216,407 is on deposit 
in banks designated by the State Control- 
ler, The balance is invested in mortgages 
and city bonds. The mortgage invest- 
ments total more than $1,000,000. Many 
of these were placed through the AStor 
Mortgage Company. 


South Shore Bonds Questioned, 


The validity of the South Shore Traction 
Company’s entire bond issue of $482,000 
has pjbeen questioned, and upon the out- 
come of an investigation now pending by 


the Public Service Commission will depend 
whether or not the Carnegie Trust will 
be able to realize on $190,000 in South 
Shore Traction Company bonds which it 
holds as collateral. These bonds were oi- 
fered recently for sale by the acting 
receiver of the Carnegie Trust, and were 
bid in by the State Banking Departffient 
at the nominal sum of $96,000 in the ab- 
sence of other bidders. 

It became known yesterday that the 
investigators of the Public Service Com- 
mission had uncovered what are alleged 
to be several questionable transactions 
concerning the issue ef South Shore Trac- 
tion Company stock while Joseph. G. 
Robin was in control, and coincident with 
this discovery the question of the validity 
of the company’s bond issue was raised. 

The bonds. were issued on June 28, 
1907, just twenty-two days after the act 
authorizing the Public Service Commis- 
sion became operative. But it was not 
until July 1, 1907, that the commission 
was appointed and began its active labors. 
Permission to issue the bonds was not 
obtained from the Pub Service Com- 
mission but from the old State Railway 
Commission. This authorization was ob- 
tained in 1904, long before Robin came 
into the affairs of the traction company.

In countersigning the stock the Colum- 
bia Trust Company, as registrar, discov- 
ered 38,000 shares of stock outstanding 
which were not accounted for in the state- 
ment. The trust company called for an 
explanation, and was informed that these 
8,000 shares of stock had been issued to 
cancel certificates then supposed to be 
held by persons who had no right to

The Public 
Service Commission’s investigators say 
that the extra 38,000 shares had been is- 
sued to enable Robin to use it as collat- 
eral for loans, but it was never used for 
such a@ purpose. 
Reichmann’s Defense. 

The line of defense which will be 
adopted by Joseph, B.: Reichmann, 
former President of the Carnegie Trust, 
who was indicted on the charge of mak- 
ing a false report to the State Banking 
Department, was made known yesterday 
by a friend. Reichmann’s explanation 
of the transaction on which he was in- 
dicted is given by this friend as follows: 

“While the capital of the Carnegie 
Trust Company was impaired, as 
charged, the manner of its impairment 
was brought about in a simple manner 
and one which reflects no dishonest 
motives on the company’s officials, The 
impairment wags occasioned by the delay 
in the receipt of a block of municipa} 
bonds of Schenectady, I believe, The 
Carnegie Trust Company had sold a 
block of city and State bonds in order to 
ay the Schnectady bonds, ag the latter 
paid a larger return. The money was 
paid for the Schnectady bonds in August 
of last year, but the bonds were late in 
arrivine. 

“Just at that time Reichmann and his 
associates knew that an examination by 
the State Banking Department was due. 
There was no tip to that effect. It was 
the regular quarterly examination, and 
the bank officials wished to restore the 
impaired capital by_bringing new money 
into the company. Reichmann and Will- 
iam J.' Cummins went to Joseph G. 
Robin, who had been a Director in. the 
Carnegie and was still a depositor there, 
and asked him to participate to the ex- 
tent of $180,000 in a loan to Joseph 
Marcus, an east side banker, which was 
on the Carnegie books, and secured by a 
valuable mortgage.

acres of the most valuable waterfront land 
in the world to New York City, to say 
nothing of the great increase in the value 
of Staten Island. As an engineer, I know 
there are no obstacles to prevent absolutely 
safe and economical construction. : 

My proposition is simply to butld” sub- 
staneiot sea walls, a little over haif a mile 
apart, toward Staten 
Island, for about four miles. Between 
these sea walls place two, four, or six 
track subways, and then fill in the remain- 
ing space by pumping sand out of the chan- 
nels. From these concrete sea walls docks 
could be built out, as required. 

From the end of this new-made land to 
Staten Island construct an eight-track tun- 
nel, and then encircle Manhattan and 
Staten Islands with four-track tunnels, to 
earry any full sized freight car. 

In order to be brief, I have not gone into 
detail, but it would take a very vivid 
imagination a long time to think of all the 
ways this would develop Manahttan and 
Staten Islands.

“When it came time to make an entry 
in the Carnegie books an error was made 
by the auditor. He entered the $180,000 
as bills payable, which would have been

This was accordingly done. 

‘There was no effort to conceal the 
transaction as has been alleged. Instead 
the page of the minute book containing 
the original entry was placed in Mr. 
Reichmann’s desk for future reference, 
and when the Executive Committee met 
the week following the original Robin 
loan, the new entry was made with the 
full consent of the State Banking De- 
partment. Such is the explanation of 
the transaction for which Mr. Reich- 
mann has been indicted for a misde- 
meanor. 


Bayer for Carnegie Vaults. 


The State Banking Department has had 
an appraisal madé of the Carnegie Safe 
Deposit Company’s massive vaults with 
the idea of taking steps to collect the 


$400,000 owed by that concern to the Car- 
negzie Trust Company. It is understood 
that the value of the vaults reached by 
the State Banking Department's apprais- 
ers is only $200,000. These vaults are 
rated as the most expensive in the coun- 
try. They were built at a cost of $600,000 
by the Bethlehem Steel Company. The 
Carnegie Trust Company owns 41 per 
cent. of the Carnegie Safe Deposit Com- 
pany stock, end 51 per cent. is owned by 
the C. C. Dickinson estate and Charles M. 
Schwab. In case the State Banking De- 
partment, in its capacity as acting re- 
ceiver, attempts to dispose of the vaults 
it is believed that the Mercantile Safety 
Deposit Company, — across the street 
from the Carnegie Trust, would be a like- 
ly bidder, as the Mercantile is preparing 
to move mto larger quarters. 

A horde of second-hand furniture deal- 
ers is haunting the Carnegie Trust Com- 
pany making secret bids on the handsome 
mahogany furniture which is being’ dis- 
posed of by the State Banking Depart- 
ment. The entire furnishings of the trust 
company have been appraised at $15,000, 
although the purchase price a few years 
agzo-was $113,000. 

State Superintendent of Banks Cheney 
has. notified Gov. Dix that he will be in 
Albany to-day to confer with him regard, 
ing Carnegie Trust affairs. The Gov- 
ernor while here a few days ago went 
over the correspondence involved in this! 
matter preparatory to discussing it with | 
Mr. Cheney, The Governor will not take | 
up the appointment of a new State Su- 
perintendent of Banks for seyeral days.

Mr. Thomson has of late made a spe- 
cialty of foundation work, ‘and was the 
consulting engineer on 
work of the Singer, the City Investing, 
the new Municipal, the Banking Trust, 
and other large buildings. He has done a 


great deal of work on pneumatic caissons, 
and designed the work of that nature for 
the bridges over the Ohio,,Monongahela, 
Susquehanna, Missouri, and Harlem Riv- 
ers, and in particular the Hartford stone 
bridge over the Connecticut River. Speak- 
ing yesterday of his plan he said: : 

‘It seems to me that there are no en- 
gineering difficulties of importance in the 
way of it, and that to speak of cost in 
comparison with what it could do for the 
city is unnecessary. I have suggested 
running the sea walls four miles out and 
filling up the space in between with 
sand, but as a matter of fact there is no 
need to undertake such a great work at 
once. We can spend just as much or as 
little on the project as we please, and can 
go ahead just as rapidly or slowly as we 
please, and the improvement would begin 
to pay for itself from the start. For 
example, it would not cost much to erect" 
two fines of coffer dams between the 
Battery and Governors Island. If the 
water was pumped out the space would be 
at once available for filing in or building. 
‘Until surveys have been made and ex- 
erimental borings have been taken it is 
mpossible to say exactly what would be 
found, but it might well happen that we 
should find that some of the river bed 
thus uncovered would be bed rock and 
that it would be possible to start the 
foundations of skyscrapers right on it 
with hardly any expensive excavation

“Phen subways could be built along 
the tract recovered and covered in at a 


blasted through the solid rock of Man- 
hattan. My idea is to construct a four- 
track subway connecting with the exist- 
ing system across the new land. It could 
be -carried on in an eight-track tunnel 
under the bay to Staten Island and all 
around that island in a four-track tunnel. 
I would build it large enough to- carry 
full-sized freight cars dround the whole 
of Manhattan and Staten Islands. The 
eost would be defrayed by the immense 
value of the land reclaimed by the city.’ 

Mr. Thomson pointed out that radical as 
his idea sounds,-it would not be the first 
time that the city has entered the land 
reclammation business. Much of the lower 
part of the island has been built up in 
past times. There need be no interference 
with the currents of the North or East 
Rivers, he maintains, as the reclaimed 
land would not at any time be carried so 
far south as to leave the passage between 
Staten Island and its extremity narrower 
than are the present Narrows. It could 
be shaped as to its sides so as not to re- 
duce the width of the present Buttermilk 
Channel, between Governors Island and 
Long Island, to less than its present least 
width, and there is plenty of space on the 
western side to give the North River all 
the room it néeds. 

‘“When,.we hear the continual com- 
plaints of the lack of docking facilities,’’ 
went on Mr. Thomson, “and such schemes 


very much less expense than they can be} 
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it seems to me.that such an idea as this 
should receive consideration. It would 
enormously increase ihe dockage space in 
the extended Manhattan Island, and as 
the new ground was extended into the 
Bay so as to make a subway connection 
with Staten Island feasible, it would open 
up all the splendid sea front of that isl- 
and for the use of liners. We could plan 
the docks so'that the pliers extended out 
in a slanting direction from the shore and 
thus give the liners much easier access 
and egress, and we could provide plenty 
of sites for the drydocks, which ere so 
much needed.” 

Mr. Thomson admitted that the assent 
of the War Department would be neces- 
sary for the carrying out of its plan, as it 
would absorb Governors Island and prob- 
ably do away. with the present barracks,

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DEMOCRATS AND THE INCOME TAX. 

Judge Gray in his letter to Mr. Aus- 
Ten G. Fox and Gov. Witson in his 
message to the Legislature of New Jer- 
sey make appeals regarding the income 
tax amendment to the United States 
Constitution which lead in opposite dl- 
rections, although both base their ar- 
guments on grounds of patriotism and 
disclaim partisanship. It is the Federal 
Judge who thinks first of the State, 
and the State Governor who thinks first 
of the Nation. It is a distihction which 
would not exist if there were any Na- 
tional emergency. Neither would it be 
remarked upon if there were any reason 
against deliberate action, and if there 
were not every reasen why we should 
not think before we acted. 

Judge Gray emphasizes this point 
when he remarks upon the lack of con- 
sideration which has marked the action 
upon this subject until now. The in- 
come tax proposal is the afterthought 
of an afterthought. If there had not 
been. fears of a deficit there would have 
been no corporation “ excise’’ tax, and 
if there had been no corporation tax 
there would have been no genera! in- 
come tax proposal. There no longer is 
any National deficit, and the rage for 
an income tax may be supposed to have 
been appeased in some degree by the 
corporation tax. The moderate Treas- 
ury surplus which has established itseif 
within a day or two is not unlikely to 
be increased when the tariff is so mod- 
erated that its rates shall be permissive 
upon many imports which have been 
mate impossible by, the “high and 
higher” theory of protection. With or 
without this addition to the National 
income there is no reason for haste in 
enlarging the taxes which the Nation 
collects, and which the States need. 
The Nation could do very well with a 
smaller income, and the States—espe- 
cially New York—are in need of all 
their own resources which the income 
tax amendment proposes to reduce. 

Judge GRAY explicitly says to Mr. Fox 
that he is not hostile to the idea of a 
Federal income tax, under suitable 
safeguards regarding the interests ‘of 
the States. It is not every Federal in- 
come tax which is objectionable, but 
this specific proposal to tax everything, 
“from whatever source derived.” The 


argument that this does not invade the 





political and financial jurisdiction of 
the States cannot be established until 
after the «case has gone through the 
United States Supreme Court, on some 
appeal against the collection of the tax, 
and not then in the opinion of that 
Governor of this State who, as Justice. 
is in a good position to uphold views 
which Judge GRAY approves. In other 
words, the adoption of this amendment 
would present the Nation with a law- 
suit before it got any taxes. It would 
get its taxes quicker and more willingly 
if a fresh start were made along the 
same road by which the country came 
to the enjoyment of the corporation tax. 
Washington dispatches have been say- 
ing that no less an authority than the 
President is of the opinion that without 
an amendment a constitutional income 
tex can be drafted. This is the quick- 
est way to the enjoyment of an income 
tax, as certainly as the pending proposal 
is the most criticised and the most in 
danger of defeat. 

The reason for proceeding according 
to the Constitution rather than by 
amendment of the Constitution is that 
the former method preserves the con- 
stitutional rights of the States, while 
the pending amendment abandons them: 
Tt is not a division of the power of 
levying an income tax which is pro. 
posed, but a surrender. A double taxa-

THE AERIAL “ HIGHWAYS.” 

This country is already plotted with 
transcontinental “highways” through 
‘the air, marked out on maps of favor- 
able air currents and following the level 
The Aero 
Club, as reported in the dispatches yes- 
terday, has stretched two new “ high- 
ways” of the air across the Tehachapi 
mountains from Los Angeles to San 
Francisco, and has plotted out thre 
more adrial routes to Chicago, and four 
from Chicago to the Atlantic. 

The first of this new species of car- 
tography appeared in New. England, 
marking out the air, or rather the earth, 
from a perspective suspended in alr, 
with ink of indelible red or black. This 
map covered the way from Portland, 
Me., to Burlington, Vt., and thence to 
Bridgeport, Conn. It was suggested 
that canoeists and “hoboes” might 
gobble up the first edition, because 
of its accurate delineation of the con- 
tour of rivers and railways. It dis- 
closes no ranges of mountains,. Moun- 
tains are avoided or the lower ranges 
Cities are indicated like 
ragged scraps of wire screen. Objects 
that have color, like the forests, and 
direction, like the railroads, are there, 
but the confusing network of highways 
is omitted. There are no cliffs, no 
landscapes. The ancient landnvarks 
will not serve. But every curve in the 
railways is noted, each winding of the 
rivers. It is a selective map, on the 
principle of maps for automobilists, for 
pedestrians, for tourists on railways, 
and for caravans in deserts, sever- 
ally adapted to the special point of 
view of the traveler. None of them 
would make a Giant Geyser look like a 
boiling pot, or the Redwood Forest of 
California like a cabbage patch, like 
the “‘ aero maps,” which level skyscrap-

MEANING OF THE CHICAGO ELEC.- 
TION. 

It may be assumed that a majority 

of the legal voters of Chicago prefer 





a municipal administration that per- 
mits those conditions which are de- 
scribed by the term “‘ wide open.” The 
first-hand superficial explanation of 
CARTER HarrRison’s victory will be that 
the people of Chicago voted for a “ wide 
open’’ town. It would be an absurdity, 
however, to suppose that the people 
of Chicago would by their votes delib- 
erately determine, not merely that the 
laws relating to saloons should be 
“liberally ’ enforced, but that graft 
and corruption should be intrenched in 
their City Hall. There is a pretty 
widespread belief in Chicago and in 
other parts of the country that the 
election of Mr. HaRrRIson means just 
this, that it will bring about exactly 
that condition. The election of Prof. 
MERRIAM, the Republiean candidate, 
would have brought about precisely the 
opposite condition. Why is it, then, 
that jn parts of the city Inhabited by 
the “‘ best people,”’ where there are no 
saloons, no toughs, no boon compan- 
ions of the vulgar gang whose dom- 
inance in past years has been the dis- 
grace of Chicago, the vote cast for 
Prof. MeRRIAM should have been 80 
disappointingly small? Why should the 
city as a whole have made by so em- 
phatic a majority so bad a choice of 
Mayor? 

That leads us to broader considera- 
tions. Why was it that something like 
200,000 Republicans stayed away from 
the polls at the election in the State of 
New York last Fall? Why did Maine, 
Massachusetts, Connecticut, New York, 
New Jersey, Ohio, and Indiana go 
Democratic? Why is it that Hartford 
for the first time in thirty years is now 
to have a Democratic city administra- 
tion? Why were s® many Democratic 
county: officers elected in the recent 
elections up the State in New York? 
Why, in the town elections just held on 
Long Island, have some towns usually 
strongly Republican gone Demotratic? 

In explaining the Chicago electton it 
is worth while to take account of sim- 
ilar political tendencies in many other 
States and cities. The conclusion™that 
the Democratic Party has regained the 
confidence of the people might be rash, 
or, at least, premature. But these sur- 
prising election results, it seems to us, 
do indicate a withdrawal of confidence 
‘from the Republican Party. Times are 
hard, business {is dull, profits are declin- 
ing, the cost of living is high. These 
are conditions to cause unrest, dissatis- 
faction, resentment. In looking for a 
cause people naturally scrutinize the 
party in power, its policies, its acts, 
and the consequences of them. It is 
not very difficult to trace the relation 
between the present business stagnation 
and the policies of the Republican 
Party, at least of the gaeat leader of 





the Republican Party, in the last-eeven | 


or eight years. Men have given much 
thought to those policies as a”pessible 
cause of the ills from which we suffer. 

If the Democratic victories of last 
Fall were due to such a state of the 
public mind, if it was this belief about 
the cause of the industrial reverse from 
which the country is suffering that 
turned so many States over to the Dem. 
ocrats only a few months ago, then it 
would not be unreasonable to cdnclude 
that these forces are still operative, and 
that in the City of Chicago it was a 
disposition to vote against the Repub- 
ican Party rather than any high de- 
gree of confidence in CARTER HARRISON 
that led to Prof. Mprriam’s indifferent 
showing at the polls. 








OUR UNMANAGEABLE BANKNOTES. 

In giving out the April statement of 
Treasury business the officials in- 
spired this comment: 

Despite the tendency of the Na- 
tional banks to contract their circula- 
tion in preparation for the slower 
months of the Summer, the addition of 

.. thirty-nine new banks to the sys- 


tem increased the outstanding notes of 
that kind to more than $729,000,000. 


The extent to which the thirty-nine 
new banks masked the tendency to con- 
traction of the currency of seven thou- 
sand banks {fs indicated by the facts in 
this other Washington dispatch of sim- 
llar date: ‘‘Increase in National bank 
circulation for the month was $217,875, 
and for the twelve months $11,893,920.” 
The thirty-nine new banks might have 
accounted for the increase of a quarter 
million in a circulation of $729,000,000; 
but they could not have accounted for 
an increase of twelve millions in twelve 
months. In other words, the point 
about contraetion for the dull Summer 
months, at a time when expansion for 
the planting season is more natural, is 
not well taken. 

Instead of palliating the defects of a 
bad banking system, it would have 
been better for the officials to expose 
its defects, with the view of substitut- 
ing something better. Inasmuch as the 
Treasury need fee] no responsibility for 
the banknote system, apart from its 
administration, which is not criticised, 
it is difficult to see why it should so 
often excuse and explain in a manner 
Suggestive of no particular understand- 
ing of what the trouble is, and there- 
fore how it ought to be remedied. Why 
should the Treasury stand as defender 
of the system which supplies the coun- 
try with its maximum circulation of al) 
sorts of currency, including banknotes, 
during the current month after a year 
of quiet trade and with no exceptional 
animation within sight? 








MOBERLY BELL. 

Since MosERLY BELL was summoned 
from Esypt twenty-one years ago to 
take part in the management of The 
London Times the proprietorship of 
that journal has changed without, how- 
ever, involving marked change in its 
character or its aims. It remains what 
Mr. BELL strove with all his zeal and 
his great energy to make it, the most 
important organ of British opinion, a

“tHE TRENTON EGG CASE. 

A seizure of eggs in Jersey City, 
which had been kept in cold storage 
until they became “seconds,” has re- 
sulted in the decision of Judge Cross 
in the Federal District Court at Tren- 
ton, N. J., that such eggs should be 
included in the scheme of conserva- 
tion. Incidentally, the trial has 
shown ~something new concerning the 
bacteriology of eggs. 

The dealers in the prodtct, which 
was accused of decomposition and gen- 
eral unfitness, brought to the trial a 
teacher of cooking, who demonstrated 
that cakes, omelets, and custards made 
with the eggs were not malodorous. 
Chemists of National reputation, par- 
ticularly Prof. Kritra of the Boston 
Institute of Technology, showed that 
fresh laid eggs also betrayed a bac- 
terial count of nearly 2,000,000, with 
the dreaded coli bacillus among them. 
Where ‘there is smoke there is fire; 
that doesnot necessarily mean that a 
house {is afire and ‘burning te the 








ground. In tests of milk a “ safe ss 
Mmit of 500,000 bacteria per cubic cen- 
timeter is set, but the defense demon- 
strated that a standard for milk was 
not necessarily a proper standard for 
eggs in the bacterial count. The odor 
of sterilized rubber rings, subjected to 
heat, had fooled the sense of smell of 
one of Dr. WILEY’s expert witnesses. 
The eggs themselves had been sub- 
jgcted to three “ smellings,” first.as in- 
dividuals, then when broken, and later 
in the porcelain cups, whence they were 
poured into larger receptacles. As 
for the oli bacillus, its presence is a 
danger signal only when other evi- 
dences of decomposition are found. 
Much is yet to be learned before 
standards of bacterial content can be 
fixed for all foods. Meanwhile prop- 
erly conducted business enterprises 
need not be subjected to the purely ar- 
bitrary limitations of a Government 
bureau. Dr. Wruny has made serious 
blunders in other cases—particularly 
in his ruling that ice cream shall be 
always cream. He harms the very 
worthy cause which he champions in

As might have been 
expected, several femi- 
nine readers have been 
moved to send us. ex- 
pressions of resentful 
emotion, excited in their minds by the 
charge of ‘‘Clericus’’ that when they 
have bank accounts they ‘‘ play” with 
them, and for the fun of the thing pay 
with checks little bills which their ac- 
cuser thought might better be settled 
with cash. 

One of these indignant protests we 
printed yesterday. In very nippy phrases 
the letter gave excellent reasons for 
drawing exactly the sort of checks that 
‘“‘Clericus’’ found so bothersome, and 
explained why his suggestions as to cash 
payments will never be followed by the 
sensible woman who hag learned the 
better way of those who have learned 
how to use banking facilities. 

The one valid objection to the paymeart 
of household expenses by check was bot 
mentioned by either of these corre- 
spondents—the fact that it tends strongly 
to substitute deferred for immediate pay- 
ments, and so encourages unnecessary 
and extravagant purchases. That is not 
a slight fault, -since it is not for noth- 
ing that so many tradesmen are always 
urging their customers to start a credit 
account instead of paying for everything 
when bought. That, for some people, is 
the only thing to give them a realizing 
sense of how fast the money is going 
out. Those are just the people, how- 
ever, who need most the sort of training 
that the possession and use of a bank 
book give, and most of them will learn 
in time that goods obtained on credit 
cost as much as those for which hard 
cash is handed out. 

The critic of ‘‘Clericus” was quite 
right, of course, when she said that the 
bank’s. only legitimate concern in the 
matter is as to the size of the depositor’s 
average balance. If that of the woman 
depositor, she sald, often ran down too 
low, it ts the fault, not of the woman, 
but of her husband in that he doesn't 
supply her with much more than enough 
for meeting the current monthly ex- 
penses, That certainly is an error—when 
it is not a necessary precaution. Possibly 
a husband or two will have a word or 
two to say on that point, just to keep 
the discussion going.

EDUCATION IN BROOKLYN. 











Growth In High School Attendance 
Eight Times That of Colleges. 


To the Editor cf The New York Times: 

The statistics set forth by those interested 
in the campaign for better facilities for higher 
education in Brooklyn have been quite con- 
vVincing as to the backwardness of our bor- 
Ough in this matter. However, to help to 
make assurance double sure, it might be worth 
while to add another to the interesting group 
of ‘‘exhibits’’ already displayed. According 
to the data obtuinable from tha Regents’ re- 
ports, there was, during the decade from 1900 
to 1910, an increase jn the registration of stu- 
dents in the high schools of Brooklyn of 190 
per cent, The number graduating each year 
was in the saine time increased 95 per -cent. 
The number who actually entered college from 
these high schools ‘gained only 48 per cent. 
Put briefly, in ten years the.number of high 
school students in Brooklyn has trebled, but 
the number of these entering colleges from 
these same schools is greater by only one-half. 
Our rate of growth in high school attendance 
is eight times that of our growth in college 
attendance, 

How are we to explain 
It seems to me that there 
to be considered. 


this discrepancy? 
are three factors 
In the first place, we have 
had a very rapid increase in high echool fa- 
cilities, Sinee 1900 two new high schools, the 
Eastern District High School and the Com- 
mercial High School, have come Into exist- 
ence, and the accommodations and equipment 
of the others, especially the Erasmus Hall and 
Manual Training High Schools, have been 
greatly bettered. These advances in the op- 
portunitiés for high school education have met 
& prompt response from the community. Our 
high school population has suddenly jumped 
from less than 7,000 more thang 20,000. 
Brooklyn needed more and better high schools, 
although twenty years ago many thought other- 
wise, 

On the ether hand, ifn the matter of col- 
lege facilities Brooklyn to-day practicatly 
where she was sixteen years ago, when Adelphi 
College was founded. Herein is undoubtedly to 
be found the main reason why the gain in 
the number of those entering college has failed 
so signally t@, keep pace with that of those 
entering high schools.

cury is brightest during 1911 octcurs from 


| April 1 to 19, at which period he {s firmament- 


ally ‘situeted in Pisces, southward of the sun 
Alpha the constellation of Aries. At this 
is situated apparently near the 
giant planet Jupiter. which rises about or be- 
fore the hour of 9 P«~M. 

Mercury is an evening star during Apri! 1 to 
10, setting about an hour and a quarter after 
King Sol. He is, however, so close to the 
horizon and so near the illumination of sun- 
set that it is rather difficult to discover ‘his 
presence. As a planet, Mercury ts a veritable 
midget, hig volume amounting to only about 
one-twentileth that of our earth. He comes the 
nearest of the eight planets to King Sol—a 
mean of 86,000,000 miles—and rt@volves around 
our sun at a velocity varying from twenty- 
three to thirty-five miles a second. Mercury 
possesses no moon, and his atmosphere—if he 
has one—is probably less dense than that of 
Venus, now shining brightly in the west after 
sundown.

PARSONS A HEARING 


Friends of Architect Expected to 
Rally Around Him at Park 
Board Meeting To-day. 








BORGLUM WRITES TO GAYNOR

Commends Parsons as an Able Publis 
Servant and Calls Stover a Nov- 


ice and a Dreamer. 





Many friends of Samuel Parsons, Jr., 
the landscape architect of the Park 
Board, expect to be present at the meet- 
ing of the board in the Arsenal this afters 
noon, at whi@h Commissioner Stover will 
inove that Mr. Parsons be dismissed. No 
formu! charges have been filed against 
him and he is still ignorant of the rea- 
sons for Mr. Stover’s attitude and as to 
why his March pay was held up, except 
for what the Commissioner said in his 
letter to the.Mayor. 

When Mr. Stover was asked yesterday 
whether he intended to suggest that any 
opportunity be given to Mr. Parsons to 
reply to the allegations thus made against 
him..he replied that he did note 

‘Mr. Parsons,’ he said, “can be ré- 
moved by the vote of the board, and 
there is no reason why we should call on 
him for ary statement.”’ : 

It was reported yesterday that the 
Cemmissioner intended to bring. accusa- 
tions against the architect concerning the 
centracts for the soil necessary for the 
rehabilitation of certain portions of the 
parks, many of which have fallen to the 
New Jersey Company, 11 Broadway. The 
Commissioner denied that he had any in- 
tention of bringing up this matter, 

“I stand on, the charges contained in 
my letter to the Mayor.” he said. “If 
you listen to all the graft rumors about 
you wiil hear soine curious things. Why, 
it is even asserted that the dinner given 
to me at the Hotel Plaza last Spring by 
a number of the most prominent residents 
in the city was got up in order to ine 
duce me to favor that company. The 
stories are absurd, and I have never as- 
sociated Mr. Parsons with them.” 

Mr. Parsons himself declined to discuss 
the report, and declared that he had 
nothing he wished to say concerning the 
controversy ketween him and the m- 
missioner. 

Several of his friends, however, came 
Out yesterday with strong statements in 
his behalf, and Gutzon Borgium, the 
sculptor, who is head of the citizens’ 
committee that is seeking to preserve 
Central Park, wrote a letter to the 
Mayor comparing Mr. Parsons and Mr. 
Stover, very much to the disadvantage 
of the latter. Speaking of the charges 
that Mr. Parsons had been ‘“ excused ”’ 
from the Park Department for 29 per 
cent. of the hours he should have been 
on duty in 1910, a charge based on re- 
turns from the Bureau of Municipal Re- 
search, Mr. Borglum said: 

“It is a pity that with the splendid 
service the Bureau of Municipal Research 
can rénder such a city as New York in its 
present period of uplift, an item so paltry 
in its significance should form the bulk 
of serious criticism of a high official's 
service, and be used to measure his serv- 
ice by the time spent within the doors of 
his office, as with the other employes of 
the department. Surely Mr. Stover does 
not stop dreaming as he steps out of his 
office, and yet his exacting executive 
duties more really stop when he leaves his 
office than can that of the designer of our 
parks.”’ 

Replving to the assertion of Mr. Stover 
that Mr. Parsons had made few construct- 
ive suggestions and has obstructed those 
of the Commissioner, Mr. Borglum de- 
clared: 

“I would “Mke to say that in my four 
vears of intimate acquaintance with Cen- 
tral Park I never heard of one single bit 
of constructive work projected for Central 
Park. Riverside Park, the extension of 
the Drive, not heartily supported by if 
not actualy initiated by Samuel Parsons. 
I have never heard of a single plan during 
the present Commissioner's term that had 
any constructive sense in it~—and I am not 
unmindful of many of Mr. Stover’s 
dreams—that was not the suggestion of 
Samuel Parsons or some previous Com- 
missioner.”’ 

After some caustic comment on the 
wide schemes put forward at yarious 
times by Commissioner Stover Mr. Bor- 
glum said: 

“The large gift of rhododendrgons in the 
Park to-day became the property of the 
city through the direct influence of Sam- 
uel Parsons. He, more than any other 
man, has urged upon the city authorities 
during the Yast ten vears that the Park 
was doteriorating, that the Park land it- 
self was below grade, that it was without 
water, and that the trees required proper 
surgery; that the shrubs were suffering 
fram old age and needed replanting. To 
Samuel Parsons’s report to Mr. Wilcox 
af Oct. 13. 1002, were affixed the names of 
N. I.. Britton,_S. I. Fernow, and J. A. 
Petticrew. - Again, as Park Commissioner 
in 1907, he reported on the condition of 
the Park, and urged upon the city certain 
expenditures. These expenditures were 
not confined to soil, but referred to plant- 
ing. water, and general care of the Park.”’ 

Mr. Borglum declared that it was Mr 
Parsons who brought to the attention of 
the Parks and Playgrounds Association 
two vears ago the poor condition of the 
water in Central Park, and that he had 
urged and reurged the necessity of a 
prover system of drainage in the Park. 

“When you asked me to recommend a 
Commissioner,’’ Mr. Borglum wrote, “[ 
declined to do so. I declined te recom- 
mend Mr. Stover, although he had strong- 
ly urged me to sperk for him. I declined 
to do so, because I did not believe he pos- 
sessed @ particle of executive ability.’ 

He recalled .that he had advised the 
Mayor to appoint a commission to inves- 
tigate the park government of the oity, 
and had this to say of present conditions: 

“There is not efficiency enough in the 
inanagement of the parks of Manhattan 
to keep a $3,000 business out-of a bank- 
rupitcy court for three months, and it 
should have become patent to the city of- 
ficials long ago that fifteen or twenty 
busy private citizens would not spend time 
and money month in and month out watch- 
ing closely the city’s property unless they 
had a very definite and satisfactory rea- 
son for continuing their interest. a 

‘No government exists in the Parke 
Department. There is no managegnent or 
yrecponsibility. The head of the depart- 
ment wholly lacks the confidence of his 
subordinates.” 

Mr. Borglum directly contradicted the 
assertion of the Commissioner that he 
had emploved C. B. Maynadier of the 
Bureau of Soils of the Department of Ag- 
riculture because he did not feel it wise 
to rely on Mr. Parsons either for advice 
or suggestions, Of this Mr. Borglum said: 

“Mr. Stover in that statement, as in a 
number of other statements, probably be- 
cause he has forgotten, is saying what is 
absolutely untrue. The investigations that 
have brought about the employment of 
Mr. Maynadier were made by my com- 
mittee, and the plan of rehabilitating the 
soil met with so many outside suggestions 
that the employment of Mm Maynadier, 
L.over which Mr. -Stover consulted with 
me constantly, was simply to check the 
various methods and to help in arriving at 
one best suited to Central Park. 

‘*In conclusion I want to say I do not 
doubt Mr. Stover could secure a’ more 
quiescent landscape architect; some one 
who could somehow shape those glorious 
dreams our department, if not our parks, 
has proved itself so fertile in. But that 
the Commissioner could secure an archi- 
tect mature in the peculiar service our 
park needs—experienced in the work that 
produced under Andrew H. Greene a park 
property unsurpassed anywhere—is more 
than doubtful. and it seems an unpardon- 
able public offense that a novice in park 
work could dismiss such a public serv- 
ant.”’

Adler introduced a plan of campaign of 
his own. Never aggressive, he talked to 
the voters individually about his plans for 
ee the condition of the poor. He 
showed his sincerity by Nollnn them 
when they were threatened with dispos- 
session. e helped them pay the rent and 
engaged counsel for them when they got 
into trouble. ae, of them came to him 
with their domestic difficulties, and he 
usually succeeded in adjusting them. He 
consulted the people of his district by 
scores whenever he had a bill to intro- 
duce and made them think, they had a 
hand in the legislation. By these methods 
he obtained a following regardless of 
party that made him nearly invincible in 
elections. 

He devised a machine fer cutting cloth 
that was introduced in tailor shops all 
over the east side, and when the royalties 
began to come in he gave up working at 
the bench’ and devoted himself still 
further to politics. He soon became dis- 
trict leader, which he retained for several 
years. 

Adler retired from the Assembly to be- 
come a Port Wardérf, and he held this 
office for six years. At the time of his 
death he was a member of the Repub- 
lican Club and belonged to the Masons 
and the Elks. He leaves two brothers.

PEOPLE’S GAS MEN CONFER. 


Troubled Now About Mayor-Elect Har- 
rison’s Demand for 70-Cent Gas. 


James F. Meagher of Chicago, Vice 
President and general counsel of the 
People’s Gas Light and Coke Company, 
was in conference here yesterday with 
C, K. G. Billings, Chairman of the board, 
and other officials of the corporation. 
Among the matters discussed was the 
election of Carter H. Harrison as*Mayor 
of Chicago, after a campaign in which 
he demanded 70-cent gas. The present 
price of gas in Chicago is 85 cents, which 
was agreed On with the city five years 
ago. he agreement expired on Feb, 25, 
but the old price. will continue until a 
new contract is made. 

In the meantime the city has employed 
an expert to investigate the cost of man- 
ufacture, and the books of the company 
have been thrown open to him. He was 
not appointed in time to finish his work 
before the expiration of the old contract, 
but it is understood that his report will 
be made spoon. On it will be based the 
contention of the city as to what reduc- 
tion, if any, should be made in the price 
to consumers. 

The gross receipts of the company last 
year were $15,530,349, and the operating 
expenses $9,324,505. After deductions for 
depreciation, reserves and interest on 
bonds, the net earnings were $3,154,332, 
equivalent to a little more than.9 per 
cent. on the outstanding capital stock.

WHEAT.—The wheat market showed a dis- 
tinet change for the better and a strong ad- 
vance in values. The improvement in the 
market was the result of a material change 
for the better in the foreign markets. The 
Northwest showed a very decided advance, and 
Minneapolis closed at about 2c advance com- 
pared with the final of Monday, taking May 
wheat as a basis. Winnipeg showed a gain of

gain of 1%c. The strength abroad was cred- 
ited to the development of a considerable in- 
crease in the Continental demand for wheat 
and some falling off in the volume of offer- 
ings from competing countries.

STEEL PRODUCTION INCREASE 


Great Gain in March Evidenced In 
Latest Statistics of the Trade. 


That the steel trade has been holding 
its own despite the hesitancy in new busi- 
ness is evidenced in the statistics of pig 
iron production in March made public 
yesterday by The Iron Age. 

After a Winter of curtailment at the 
furnaces production began to increase 
early in the year. In March the total out- 
put was 2,188,161 tons, or 70,586 tons a 
day, against 64,090 tons a day in Feb- 
ruary, and this sharp increase, The Iron 
Age points out, was due to the larger 
activily of the steel works plants in the 
face of a slight falling off in the pro- 
duction of the merchant furnaces. 

There was a net gain of nine in the 
riumber of furnaces which were active 


at the end of March, as compared with 
the end of February, all of the increase 
being at the steel company plants. The 
steel works furnaces produced 48,970 tons 
a day last month, a gain of 6,621 over 
February, while the output of the mer- 
chant furnaces, 21,616 tons a day, was a 
falling off of 123 tons. 

At the ‘gxing of April the capacity 
per day of the 231 furnaces in blast was 
70,752 ~tons, against 66,562 ‘tons a day 
for 222 furnaces on March 1. This puts 
production at the rate of 23,950,000 tons 
& year, which is a gain of 6,250,000 tons, 
as compared with that on Jan, 1, when 
production was at its low ebb. 

Commenting on general conditions in 
the trade, Ine Iron Age says: - 

Significant in connection with this large 
increase in production is the fact that since 
February 1 pig iron stocks at. furnaces in 
the Ohio, Western Pennsylvania, and Wheel- 
ing districts have been reduced 57,000 tons, 
45,000 tons of this being since March 1. 
More than 50,000 tons of this reduction was 
in merchant stocks. Alabama stocks, in- 
cluding those at steel] works, were reduced 
about 40,000 tons last month.
